S Ome Months fines I fell into a Sulpicion, that the 
Caules of Tides at Sea do alio continually exert 
their Power in other places, though the Effe&s thereof 

may 
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may not be lo fenfibly perceived on the folid as the fluid 
parts of this Terraqueous Globe. That I might in the 
bed way I could think of, make feme tryal towards a 
dilcovery of the Truth herein, I took this Method. 
Fird, I divided the Noviinto four Senaries of 
Hours: The fird confided of three Hours before* the 
Southing of the Moon, and three after the lecond of the 
fix hours following, and fo the third and fourth contain¬ 
ed the two remaining Quarters of the Natural day. [ 
next betook my (elf to oblerve Births and Deaths, in our 
own kind, as alio in other Species of Animals, whether 
they fell out indifferently in any of thefe four Senaries: 
And I found none that were born or died a natural Death 
in the fird and third Senaries, which 1 take liberty to call 
fird and fecond Tides, but every one either in the fecond 
or fourth Senaries, which I call fird and lecond Ebbs, I 
then proceeded to make Obfervations in the Motions of 
Dileafes, which I could the better do, becaufe I had 
fomein my Family vifited with Agnes. Here I found 
that the tumult of the Fits generally laded all the Tiding 
time, and then went off in gentle kindly Sweats in the 
Ebbs. I went on then to take notice of the Sex res 
non naturales, and alterations of the Weather, and fuch 
Accounts, as I could meet with of Earthquakes and fun- 
dry other things: And 1 have yet met nothing to hinder 
me from laying down this as a Maxim, That Motion, Vi¬ 
gour, Action, Strength, &c. appear mod and do bed in 
the Tiding Senaries ; and that Red, Relaxation, Decay, 
Diflblution belong to the Ehhing Senaries.
